PORTRAITS OF LIVING PERSONS 
UPON UNITED STATES COINS AND CURRENCY 


(National Government Issues) 


By ARUE R. SLABAUGH, A.N.A. 8621, Oakland, Maryland 

The issuance of United States coins or currency which depict the 
portraits of living persons is frowned upon by our government. But 
most collectors know that several specimens of our coins and paper 
money have pictured persons who were living at the time of issue. 
In fact, a total of 20 major types of U. S. coins and paper money which 
contain the portrait of living persons have been issued since 1861. (The 
half-dimes of 1792 is not included since considerable controversy remains 
as to whether the portrait on this coin is that of Martha Washington 
or not.) 

The precedent for the practice of not using portraits of living 
persons upon United States money goes back to the Act of Congress, 
dated April 2, 1792, which states that “upon one side of each of the 
said coins there shall be an impression or representation emblematic 
of Liberty, with the inscription of the word LIBERTY.” When the Act 
first passed the Senate it provided for an impression on the coins of 
the head of the President for the time being, in imitation of the coinage of 
most European countries. This proviso was stricken out in the House of 
Representatives, and after some discussion the Senate concurred. 

The Act was strictly adhered to and no person, either living or 
dead, occupied a place upon our coins until the Columbian half dollar. 
But the Act said nothing about portraits upon paper money. (This 
being because the framers of the Constitution had no intention of allow- 
ing the Government to issue paper money. Memories of the depreciated 
Continental Currency were still too vivid.) So, when paper money of

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the kind we know today was issued during the Civil War, it was quite 
easy to place the portraits of Lincoln on it by calling attention to that 
very point should anyone protest. (Man can think of innumerable ways 
to do something he shouldn’t when he puts himself to the task.) 

Once a thing is done, others have no qualms about following suit. 
The placing of Lincoln’s portrait upon the $10 Demand Note of 1861 
established a precedent for many of the succeeding issues. A list of 
those issues of United States coins and paper money depicting living 
persons thereon is given below:

(All of the Coin notes contained portraits of men closely associated with 
the Civil War with the exception of the $20 Marshall note. For this 
reason, General Sherman could hardly be left out although he was still 
living when the issue first appeared in 1890.) 

6. $20, Silver Certificate, Second Issue, Series of 1886. Portrait of 
Daniel Manning, born May 16, 1831, died Dec. 24, 1887. Associated with 
newspaper work and banking throughout his lifetime; Secretary of the 
Treasury, 1885-87. (Three signature combinations on notes.) 

7. $1000, National Bank Note, First Charter Period. Issued under 
Acts of Congress, Feb. 25, 1863, and June 3, 1864. General Winfield 
Scott entering the City of Mexico (not portrait). General Scott was born 
June 13, 1786, died May 29, 1866. Served in the War of 1812 and the 
Mexican War. Commander-in-Chief of the U. S. Army, 1841-61. Whig 
candidate for President in 1852. 

8. $100, Interest Bearing Note for Three Years, Oct. 1, 1861. Por- 
trait of General Winfield Scott. 

9. $1000, Interest Bearing Note for Three Years, Oct. 1, 1861. Por- 
trait of Salmon P. Chase. 

10. $10, Interest Bearing Note for One Year. Act of Congress, March 
3, 1863. Portrait of Salmon P. Chase. 

11. $20, Interest Bearing Note for One Year. Act of Congress 
March 3, 1863. Portrait of Abraham Lincoln. 
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12. $10, Compound Interest Note. Act of Congress, March 3, 1863 
and June 30, 1864. Portrait of Salmon P. Chase. 

13. $20, Compound Interest Note. Act of Congress, March 3, 1863 
and June 30, 1864. Portrait of Abraham Lincoln. 

To date, no small size paper money issued by the United States has 
pictured persons living at the time of issue. 

FRACTIONAL CURRENCY 

14. 5 <t, Third Issue, Act of Congress, March 3, 1863. Issued from 
Dec. 5, 1864 to May 16, 1866. (Green and red backs, with and without 
plate letter “a.”) Portrait of S. M. Clark, Chief Clerk of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing. Until this issue the Government was not par- 
ticular whether the men appearing upon our currency were living or 
dead so long as they were important in the affairs of our country. But 
this little 50 Fractional Currency note changed all that and here is how 
it came about: 

S. M. Clark, who had been throwing his weight about considerably 
in his department, placed his own portrait upon the five-cent fractional 
note of the Third Issue. Having no claim to fame which would justify 
the use of his portrait upon our national paper money, Congress was 
naturally quite indignant about the whole thing when they found that 
the Clark upon the 5<t note was not the Clark they thought him to be. 

So, on April 7, 1866, Congress passed a bill prohibiting the use of 
the portrait of any living person upon United States bonds or banknotes. 
Following this came the Act of May 16, 1866, which authorized the five 
cent nickel coin and prohibited further issue of any paper currency 
under the 100 denomination. These two bills explain why we have no 30 
or 5 <t fractional notes after that date and why we have a 150 essay with 
the portraits of Grant and Sherman. Since both of these men were living 
at the time their portrait could not be used under the Act of April 7, 1866. 

However, the 250 and 500 notes which pictured Fessenden and 
Spinner, who were then living, were issued in large quantities. The 
reason for this is because the 250 and 500 denominations had been used 
in the two previous series so the printing of these notes was delayed 
only by the time it took to engrave them when the Third Series began. 
But the 150 denomination had not been used previously and the decision 
to add it to the series did not come until 1866 when it was prohibited 
because of the passage of the act preventing the use of portraits of 
living persons upon our currency. The 150 denomination was used late 
in the Fourth Series, however. 

15. 250, Third Issue, Act of Congress, March 3, 1863. Issued from 
Dec. 5, 1864 to Aug. 16, 1869. (Green and red backs, many printing and 
paper varieties.) Portrait of William P. Fessenden, born 1806, died Sept.

16. 500, Third Issue, Act of Congress, March 3, 1863. Issued from 
Dec. 5, 1864 to Aug. 16, 1869. (Green and red backs, many printing and 
paper varieties.) Portrait of Francis E. Spinner, born Jan. 21, 1802, 
died Dec. 31, 1890. Member of Congress, 1854-60; Treasurer of the 
United States, 1861-75. 
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COINS 

Of all the United States coins ever issued only four types show the 
portrait of a living person and those four are commemorative coins. 

17. Alabama half dollar, 1921. The obverse has accolated busts of 
William Wyatt Bibb, the first governor of Alabama, and Thomas E. 
Kilby, Governor during 1919-23. This was the first instance of a living 
person being portrayed upon a United States coin. 

18. Philadelphia Sesquicentennial half dollar, 1926. The obverse 
shows accolated busts of President Washington and President Coolidge. 
The latter was living at the time and may be described as follows: 
(John) Calvin Coolidge, born July 4, 1872, died Jan. 5, 1933. Member 
of Mass, house of representatives, 1907-08; Mayor of Northampton, 
Mass., 1910-11; Mass, state senator, 1912-15; lieutenant governor of 
Mass., 1916-18; Governor of Mass., 1919-20; Vice-President of the United 
States, 1921-23; President of the United States, 1923-29. 

19. Arkansas-Robinson half dollar, 1936. The obverse of this coin 
pictures the bust of Joseph T. Robinson, bom Aug. 26, 1872, died July 
15, 1937. State representative, 1895-97; U. S. Representative, 1902-12; 
U. S. Senator, 1912-37. 

20. Lynchburg, Virginia Sesquicentennial half dollar, 1936. Obverse, 
bust of Carter Glass, born Jan. 4, 1858, died May 29, 1946. Member of 
state senate, 1899-1903 ; U. S. Representative, 1902-18 ; Secretary of the 
Treasury, 1918-19; U. S. Senator, 1924-42. 

The coins and paper money listed above include only specimens pic- 
turing persons who were living at the time of issue. Specimens which 
have made use of living models are not included since they represent a 
symbol (Liberty, Indian, etc.) instead of a specific person. 
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The city of Sienna in Italy issued coins with the inscription “Alpha and 
Omega,” signifying the beginning and the end. 
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SHIPS ON COINS AND MEDALS 

By RICHARD T. HOOBER, North Hills, Pa. 


(A paper presented to the 1946 A.N.A. Convention) 

When our interests may lag in the major phases of our coin col- 
lecting efforts and the endless worries concerning dates, die varieties, 
conditions, and prices give us pause to wonder just where our hobby 
is leading us, there are many fascinating groups of coins to collect aside 
from the more popular classifications that may prove to be just the 
“spring tonic” we need. One friend of mine relaxes from his painstaking 
study of Persian coins and other oriental currencies by forming a col- 
lection of items bearing animals, while another derives new pleasure 
gathering together a fine series upon which birds are represented. 

In my own case, however, I found that another hobby, ship-modelling, 
formed a basis for an interesting variation of numismatic art; that of 
coins and medals with boats, ships, and other craft depicted thereon. As 
I also collect old ship prints, the three separate hobbies have dovetailed 
together very nicely. At first glance the field may appear to be limited 
to a few score such pieces, but a more careful scrutiny will reveal that 
boats and ships have been engraved on coins from the earliest days of 
metallic currency and have spread throughout most countries of the 
globe, notably where the individual nation has found maritime trade and 
conquest to be profitable and victorious. This brings to mind the empires 
of Rome, Spain, Portugal, Netherlands, and England.

The most ancient coin in my collection is a first bronze of the Roman 
Republic, minted about 250 B.C., with Janus head on the obverse and 
a jutting prow of a Roman war galley on the reverse. Later during the 
Empire’s sway, we find denarii of Hadrian and of Antoninus Pius, show- 
ing on the reverse a complete galley with the men at their sweeps, the 
waving battle-pennant above, and the heavy carved ram on the pro\v 
used to shatter enemy hulls. Many of the emperors used such symbols 
on their coins to impress citizens and subjects alike of the Empires 
strength and victories throughout the lands where Roman boats touched 
in search of trade and slaves. 

From the days of Roman glory to the latter half of the 17th Century 
there is a sad lack of such ship-bearing coins in my collection, although 
numerous ones from several countries do exist. Picking up the threads 
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Lateen-rigged Galleass 
Pope Clement X (1670-1676) Scudo 


of marine history again in 1672, we find this very fine scudo of the 
Pope, Clement X (1670-1676), revealing the papal coat-of-arms on the 
obverse, and one of the picturesque lateen-rigged Galleass, designed for 
coastwise traffic along the shores of the Adriatic and Mediterranean 
Seas, on the reverse. The craft is riding at anchor with sails furled, 
while in the background is a high forbidding stone fortification. Above 
the scene is the inscription, “Ut Abundetis Magis.” Another interesting

piece of the same period is a half scudo of Pope Innocent XII, which 
bears his likeness upon the obverse, while on the reverse is one conception 
of probably the oldest boat recorded in history, Noah’s Ark. The ancient 
craft has come to rest atop Mount Ararat, crushing some trees beneath 
its ponderous weight, while the flood waters are receding in the fore- 
ground. “Foetus est in -pace locus Eius is inscribed above the Ark, 
while in the exergue are imprinted the arms of Msgr. Farsetti. The only 
other Vatican coin I have was not minted until 1934, during the reign of 
Pope Pius XI, which shows on the reverse of a five lira piece the seated 
figure of St. Peter in an open boat and his hand upon the tiller. 

Turning again to the 17th Century we find numerous items from 
the Netherlands and the colony of West Friesland to add to the collection 
of ships. Here are two 6 stiver pieces, both of the year 1678, one from 
the mother country and the other from the colony. Engraved on the 
reverses are fine impressions of the tall three-masted Dutch Fluitschips 
(flutes), used during this era in the Baltic and Scandinavian trade for 
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Three-masted Dutch Fluitschip 
West Friesland, 1678 — 6 Stivers 


the most part. As armed merchantmen, each ship carried four or 
more cannon for protection against the sea pirates. The hulls were 
high and ornately carved and gilded, and even today models of these 
old vessels exist in museums for closer study. A coin of recent origin 
from the Netherlands, is the 25-cent piece in zinc, struck in 1941. The 
boat on the obverse is similar to the Viking ships with one mast amid- 
ship, and the freeboard lined with overlapping shields. 

During the 18th Century we find an increasing number of ships 
on coins from additional countries as their maritime commerce flourished. 




Square-rigged Armed Merchantman

On this 24-skilling coin from the Danish West Indies, dated 1766, is 
shown a high sturdy hull, but of improved design over the Dutch ships 
of the same period, for they are more completely square-rigged than 
their contemporaries and more heavily defended against piracy. A 
12-skilling piece of 1767 shows the same ship in reduced size. In 1859, 
during the reign of Frederik VII, we find a 5-cent piece with a barque 
on the reverse, and later, in 1878, on a 20-cent piece of Christian IX, 
we find the same sleek ship, designed to reduce sailing time between ports* 
From Saxony, in 1717, came this two-thirds thaler coin commemo- 
rating the death of Anna Sophia. On the obverse is a large armed 
merchantman, riding at anchor with sails furled and beneath it the 
symbolical phrase, “Portum Invenit” The view of the ship is rather 
unusual for it shows almost a full front view instead of full broadside 
as most of the coins show. Tigurum issued a half-thaler in 1768 with 
a view of the city on the reverse and small boats in the foreground in 
the river. Frankfurt also issued these one and six kreutzer pieces in 
1853, with a view of the city and small sailboats on the river. A two 
thaler piece shows a fine detailed view of the city and numerous boats 
at anchor and sailing. It is dated 1843. 

The lone item from France in this collection is not strictly a coin, 
(although often it found divers uses) but a jeton minted at Rouen in 
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River Boats 

Frankfort, 1843 — 2 Thaler 


1743. On the obverse is the profile of Louis XV, while the reverse shows 
two ships being blown by small personifications of the four winds 
toward a large rock in a rough sea. Above the group are the words, 
“Obvious procellis mole securus.” When we study the types of French 
ships used during the various periods of evolution of design for ships, 
we notice that France was not as advanced as her neighboring states. 
This is due, in part, to the fact that her trading was mostly with coun- 
tries nearby, and there was not the stringent need for constant improve- 
ments. Her flag galleys of the 17th Century were lateen-rigged and less 
maneuverable than those with square or gaff sails. 

Turning to England, we find numerous coins and tokens bearing 
ships on them. In 1792 was struck this Liverpool halfpenny showing 
on the reverse a square-rigger. In the same year, a token of the Coal- 
brook Dale bridge was struck to commemorate the erection of an iron 
bridge, with a span of 100 feet, in 1779. Under the bridge a small river- 
boat is sailing, stern view. In 1796 a promissory halfpenny was struck 
with St. George slaying the legendary dragon on the obverse and a

first-rate British frigate on the reverse. In 1797 this penny was struck 
showing Britannia bestowing her blessing upon a ship in the distant 
background. A modern version of the penny, dated 1890, must be 
included, although the coin and the ship are reduced in size. The same 
reverse appears on the even smaller farthings and halfpence of the period. 

Numerous varieties and types of British tokens, some undated, 
exist and nearly all of them display the same type of ship: the armed 
merchantman under full sail. “Trade and Navigation” tokens are quite 
common to most of us. A halfpenny token of 1812 has ships on both 
sides. An interesting token is one, sans date, on which the rose and 
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thistle symbol is used on both sides, while on the reverse is a British 
first-rate warship. There is also the inscription, “Quis separabit” Fifteen 
different varieties of British tokens are in this collection, and all are 
typically alike. They are not interesting enough to mention further. 
However, a very interesting British halfpenny, dated 1943, shows on 
the reverse a 16th Century English warship in fine detail. These ships 
were originally fitted with a long false prow under the bowsprit, and 
were of three and four-mast varieties, with the mizzen mast lateen- 
rigged. They were maneuvered by use of a whipstaff and tiller and 
weighed between 700 and 800 tons. We mention them for they were 
the selfsame ships that fought so gallantly against the powerful, but 
lumbering, galleons of the Spanish fleet. By this battle, Spain’s armada 
lost dominion of the seas.

From the British colonies come a great variety of interesting items 
bearing ships and boats ; there is a Bermuda penny, dated 1793, showing 
on the reverse a fine study of the three-masted fighting ship-of-the-line, 
first rate, with the customary lateen-rigged mizzen. On a Bahama cent

of 1806 is the same type of warship. This type was more seaworthy 
and had much better lines than had the galleons, and mounted 100 guns 
or more. They weighed about 1500 tons, and carried a crew of 780. 
In the exergue is a dedication to the expulsion of piracy and restitution 
of commerce to the seas. 

The Dominion of Canada has produced a large group of coins and 
tokens, most of which show the tall rakish three-masted schooners and 
clipper ships, that traveled between the mother country and Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, St. Johns, New Brunswick, and various ports in Canada. 
Fourteen different types of coins and tokens are included in this collection; 
some are undated, while others date from 1812 to 1853. A fine example of 
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the British frigate is to be seen on the New Brunswick penny and half- 
penny tokens. The frigates held a position equal to the modern cruisers 
in the fleet of that day and the first of this type ship was built in 1646. 
They were about 100 feet in length, carried 32 guns and a crew of about 
130 men. The well-known Quebec bank tokens of one sou and one 
penny also display small ships on the obverse. On the reverse of a one 
dollar in silver, dated 1935, we find a distinctive but very important 
type of craft used in Canada on her myriad lakes, streams and rivers — 
the birch-bark canoe, as designed by the native American Indians. It 
shows a trapper in the stern and the Indian guide in the bow. The 
canoe is extremely light in weight for long portages must often be made 
from one body of water to another, and they are well adapted for 
such usage. 

Then in 1938, Canada minted this' ten cent piece, showing on the 
reverse of George VI a Grand Banks fishing schooner, probably the 
famous “Bluenose, ,, whose speed to port with a record catch of fish has 
long since become legendary among the fishing folk of Newfoundland 
and Gloucester. Once the sails were set for the voyage home, the skip- 
pers would rather the mast be ripped out or broken off than furl one 
inch of canvas. Speed was of prime importance, for the first schooner 
in port received the highest prices for the cargo. Great rivalry has existed 
for years between the ports of Canada and those of New England. 

From the Union of South Africa, under coinage of George VI, in 
1937, came the penny and halfpence showing on the reverse the same 
English warship of the 17th Century as previously described. From 
British North Borneo we have the cent, dated 1882, and the half cent, 
dated 1886. The latter shows a galley of African origin, quite similar 
in design to the Genoese galleys, and using long oars and a peculiar type 
of sail rig. The boat on the cent seems to have the same general appear- 
ance, with the difference that it is propelled entirely by sail. 

A silver dollar coin from the Straits Settlement, dated 1934, shows 
a clipper ship faintly outlined behind the standing figure of Britannia. 
Mauritius issued, in 1934, this one rupee piece showing in the one quad- 
rant of the shield a native type of small boat with sail set amidship

and aided by the use of oars. The Fiji Islands struck the one shilling 
piece in 1937, showing a native fishing boat with outrigger and the sail 
set on a pivot so it could be moved from side to side to keep its one 
outrigger to leeward as the boat changed course into the wind. Finally, 
rounding out the British colonies, we have this light brassy token issued 
by a Planters’ Company showing on the reverse a beautiful example of 
the famed East Indiaman, a three-master, weighing about 1560 tons.

These fast ships were armed against piracy and made many long runs 
laden with valuable cargo and returning handsome profits to their 
owners. Passengers were also carried aboard these vessels; colonists, 
merchants and troops to the colonies of England, and others back to 
Liverpool and London. 

The small but independent country of Liberia issued a one cent 
coin in 1847 showing on the obverse a small ship under full sail in the 
distance, with a cocoanut palm in the foreground. Again in 1937 the 
Republic struck a one cent piece with an elephant on the obverse and 
the addition of a bird and a rising sun to the boat and palm tree. Giving 
our imagination free rein, we might suppose the bird to be a dove 
denoting peace at last in this land now free, and the square-rigger to 
be a “slaver” leaving Africa as a new day dawns, never to return again. 

Our strange wanderings now turn back across the Mediterranean 
to Italy, where we find two modern coins, dated 1909, with boats on 
them; the one and five centesimi pieces. On both is an allegorical figure 
standing in an open craft, a barge no doubt, holding an olive branch 
above tiny fishing boats in the background. From nearby Greece, ancient 
enemy of the Roman Empire’s struggle for power, we observe this twenty 
drachma coin, upon which is engraved a classic reproduction of the 
prow of an ancient Greek warship, as used when Athens was ruler of

the blue Mediterranean. Portugal, ih 1932, issued this 250 reis piece, 
and gives us a fine example of the bulky ornate galleon under full sail. 
The same type ship was used by Brazil on the two hundred reis coin 
in 1932, but the 1000 reis of 1900 shows a small vessel on the obverse 
which used both sail and steam power to navigate on coastwise and river 
trade. We may acquire a fine view of the deck fittings and fore part of 
the Spanish galleon on the twenty-five centimos piece of Spain, dated 
1925, while there is an extremely small boat incorporated into the seal 
of Colombia as portrayed on the ten pesos of that country, in 1918. 
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Of the Scandinavian countries, we observe a two kronor coin of 
Sweden, minted in 1938, to commemorate 300 years of national existence. 
On the reverse of the bust of Gustavus V, is an excellent miniature of 
the Swedish Caravel under full sail. These ships were used during the 
15th and 16th Centuries, were heavily built, beamy, and bluff-bowed, and 
were identified by the lateen-rigged mizzen mast, whose yard is tilted at 
an awkward angle when the sail is furled. They were slow and clumsy 
sailers but they were a definite improvement over earlier vessels. They 
carried heavier cargoes, and their weight and difficulty in handling 
resulted in their being quite heavily armed. 

From the small state of Estonia came this one kroon piece, struck 
in 1934, displaying a very ancient type of craft, with a tall sea-monster 
figure-head on the bow and one square sail set amidship and a high 
stern. It was unlike the regular Viking boat of the Norsemen for it 
did not have a pointed stern, but definitely square. On a two gulden

coin of Danzig, issued in 1932, we find represented a crude boat of the 
13th Century, which was cumbersome and had one sail set squarely 
amidship. The very high bow and stern seem grotesque and top-heavy 
to us. These boats were about 80 feet in length and their chief claim 
for recognition is that they were used in the Crusades against the Turks. 

From nearby Bremerhaven, in Germany, we observe this commemo- 
rative three mark piece of 1927. It was struck to commemorate 100 
years of the growth of the port and shipbuilding industry located there. 
A fine example of the 18th Century merchantman is shown on the 
reverse under full sail. 

On the silver dollar-size coin of China, we find on the reverse of 
a coin of the first President of the Republic, a fine example of the junk. 
There are four or five types of junks, each slightly different in appear- 
ance, but this particular boat might well be an Ichang River junk. They 
were of shallow draught and used on the upper reaches of the Yangtze 
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River. The distinctive feature of this variety is the definite forward 
rake to the foremast. Two long oars, called “yulows” were also used on 
occasion to propel the craft along over the shallow bottom when the 
breeze failed. 

Finally, after having covered most of the globe in our travels study- 
ing the ships of many foreign nations, let us return to consider coinage 
of the colonies and the United States of America. In the category of 
colonial coins bearing ships, our first item is the Pitt halfpenny of 1766, 
which shows on the reverse of a likeness of the statesman, a three- 
master ship, which seems to be of the same vintage as the “Mayflower,” 
or an armed merchantman of the day. Around the rim are the words, 
“Thanks to the Friends of Liberty and Trade ” Other forms of neces- 
sity money as used in colonial days when specie was quite scarce, is 
the North American Token of 1781, which displays on the reverse a 
two-masted vessel. The Talbot, Allum and Lee Cents of 1794 and 1795 
show fine examples of the sailing vessel of the period. The Rhode Island 
ship token shows Admiral Howe’s flagship, a British first-rate battleship 
on the obverse, and on the reverse numerous ships landing troops. 

From the Sommer Islands (Bermuda) come these two pieces, the 
shilling and sixpence. The coins are quite crudely minted and on the 
reverse of each is a three-masted vessel, armed, and which was probably 
used to transport the colonists to the islands and for trading with Eng- 
land. The sixpence is one of the finest known specimens, all details 
being quite clear-cut, while the shilling is fine and shows somewhat more 
wear. Both pieces are very rare. 

The only series of regular United States issues to bear ships are 
the commemorative half dollars, starting with the World’s Columbian 
Exposition issue of 1892. On the reverse is shown a likeness of the 15th 
Century ship that brought the navigator to the New World. In 1920 
The Pilgrim Tercentenary was celebrated; on the reverse under full sail 
is the “Mayflower” in fine detail. The Huguenot- Walloon Tercentenary 
was celebrated in 1924, and on the reverse of this coin we see the ship, 
“New Nederland,” which brought the refugees safely to their new 
home. The ship is quite similar to the “Mayflower” in design, and both 
are three-masted, with the mizzen mast lateen-rigged. The Maryland 
Tercentenary of 1934 shows the arms of the state on the reverse and 
at the top a very small boat is shown. The next commemorative half 
dollar is the Hudson Sesquicentennial of 1935, showing probably Henry 
Hudson’s ship, “Half Moon,” on the obverse under full sail. 

In 1936, Rhode Island issued this commemorative coin, showing 
Roger Williams landing at Slate Rock in a very small boat. Then in 
1936 too, the Long Island Tercentenary celebration issued this half dollar 
depicting on the reverse a Dutch sailing ship under sail, another fine 
example. Also in 1936 this coin of San Francisco was struck showing 
on the reverse the Oakland Bay Bridge with two ships passing under- 
neath. The Roanoke Islands, North Carolina, in 1937, issued this com- 
memorative coin, and on the reverse are two ships, one on either side 
of the figure of the mother holding her child, Virginia Dare. The Dela- 
ware Tercentenary of 1938 shows another example of the Swedish Cara- 
vel on the obverse, this one named “Kalmar Nyckel,” under full sail. 
The last of the commemoratives to bear a ship is that of Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia, issued in 1936, to celebrate the bicentennial of the founding of the 
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city, and incorporated in the seal of the city is shown a four-masted 
schooner. 

The series of Hard Times tokens and Civil War cents also must come 
under our scrutiny, for there are some that have ships on them. First, 
the Civil War token, H.G.#1125, of 1863, shows on the obverse the 
“Monitor/’ which fought the “Merrimac” during the Civil War and was 
to revolutionize ship design for all time. H.G.#1235 of the same year 
is dedicated to trade and commerce, and shows on the reverse a three- 
masted clipper ship under sail. A smaller trade token in proof condition 
shows the clipper ship again under sail on the obverse. Of the Hard

Times tokens, Low #6 in very fine condition shows the three-masted 
“Constitution,” and around it the words, “For the Constitution Hurra!” 
This was issued in 1834 to celebrate the Whig victory in New York. 
Then we find numerous die varieties of the Webster tokens, some with 
two ships and others with a ship on one face only. Four of these, Low 
#58, 60, 62, and 64 are included in this collection. 

There are hundreds of medals from various countries that display 
ships on them, and yet must be included if our study is to be complete. 
Of the thirty medals bearing ships on them, in this collection, the 
majority are quite insignificant, but there are a few that are interesting 
historically and a few that display excellent artistry of the designer.

In 1702 a commemorative medal was struck to celebrate the seizure of 
plate ships from America by the British and Dutch. On the reverse of 
a likeness of Queen Anne is shown a sea battle and some ships sinking 
while others are burning. 

An octagonal token issued by the Chamber of Commerce of Bayonne, 
France, shows a three-masted vessel at anchor, being loaded with cargo, 
all sails furled. This was struck in 1920, in aluminum. There are numer- 
ous Columbian medals in existence and also of the Jamestown Exposition 
of 1907. A Jamestown medal shows ships on both sides, on the reverse 
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are three ships of the year 1607, while below is the U.S. battleship 
“Virginia,” of 1907.

A fine medal of 1940 is the New Zealand Numismatic Centennial, 
which has a large ocean liner on the obverse, and on the reverse a New 
Zealand war canoe with a very high stern, heavily carved, with the 
warriors at their paddles. Then there are medals to commemorate the 
sailing of the “Great Eastern” on its first trip from England to America, 
in 1860; medals to commemorate the Pan American Exposition; medals 
in honor of Henry Hudson and Robert Fulton of 1909, showing Fulton’s

Germany, Medal — World War I 
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“Clermont,” and Hudson’s ship as well. An interesting medal from Ger- 
many in silver is inscribed to Otto Weddigen, officer of Unterseeboote 
U9 and U29 during World War I, shows a submarine on the reverse. 

The octagonal Norse American medal of 1925 shows the Viking boat 
on both sides in nice detail. Then there is a humorous medal of the laying 
of the Atlantic telegraph in 1858. On the obverse on either side of the 
ocean are John Bull and Uncle Sam. John has just said, “How are you, 
Jonathan?’* Uncle Sam replied, “Purty well, old feller, heow’s yerself?” 

This, then, concludes our study of ships and boats from many lands. 
We have observed how ships have developed through the centuries from 
the humble hollowed logs to the modern sleek all-steel battleships of 45,000 
tons as used by our navy today. Much of the technical details of the 
coins has been eliminated from our analysis for the writer has endeavored 
to include as many items as possible in the scope of this paper. 

This phase of coin collecting has been the source of much pleasure 
and to those readers who may feel the need of some diversion from their 
own collecting specialties such a collection is to be highly recommended. 
At least, it is hoped the reading of this article will add in some small 
measure to the knowledge of collectors in general.

OCCUPIED PHILIPPINES IN RETROSPECT

The Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor marked the beginning of the 
long road to suffering and poverty which the Filipinos have painfully 
trudged up to now two years after V-J. The sudden impact of war was 
almost unbelievable to the people of a country who were heretofore so 
peaceful and prosperous and only vaguely concerned with the distant 
war in Europe. But the Japanese lost no time in disclosing the grim 
realities of war. Daily bombings, invasion, and all the accompanying 
horrors and ugliness of war came in rapid succession. 

The U. S. Army and the Philippine Government, wishing to save 
the beautiful City of Manila from destruction, retired to fight in Bataan 
and Corregidor. But the enemy chose to ignore the declaration of “Open 
City” and continued their shower of bombs. It was during this time that 
the Manila Mint received several direct hits and was totally destroyed. 
American collectors have a souvenir of this mint in the form of dollar- 
sized silver and bronze medals with the bust of President Wilson issued 
in 1920 to commemorate its opening. The silver medal has been erron- 
eously called the “Wilson dollar.” 

The Manila Mint was housed in the Treasury building which was 
also partially destroyed at the time that the mint was hit. When the 
Japanese army reached Manila this building was the first to be occupied 
and its contents fell into their hands, including 20,425,170 pesos of 
paper money and a few coins. Fortunately most of the gold and silver 
had previously been removed before the invaders came, — the gold bars 
were sent to the United States while the bulky silver coins were dumped 
into the sea 17 fathoms deep near Corregidor fortress. The Philippine 
Bureau of Treasury reports that these coins amounted to 16,486,490 
pesos consisting mostly of pesos and half-pesos. 

When the Japanese learned of the location of this money they were 
able to remove about four million pesos of it. After liberation the U. S. 
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Navy was able to recover 5,383,175.50 pesos. After the Navy ceased oper- 
ation the Philippine government put the salvage operation under contract, 
and up to the time of writing (May 15, 1947) about three million pesos 
have been recovered. These coins would be of little interest to collectors 
because they are black and thoroughly corroded as most of them are 
the type with only 500/1000 fineness. 

The data and figures given above were gathered from the records 
of the Bureau of Treasury through the kindness of Mr. M. Guevarra, 
Treasurer of the Philippines, to whom I hereby express grateful acknowl- 
edgement. 

The Treasury also had stocks of the Philippine Commonwealth com- 
memorative coins of 1936 consisting of a set of one peso with jugate 
busts of President F. D. Roosevelt of the United States and President 
M. L. Quezon of the Philippines, another peso with jugate busts of Gov- 
ernor-General Frank Murphy and President Quezon, and a half-peso piece 
with facing busts of Murphy and Quezon. The Treasury also had stock 
of proof sets of Philippine coins. All these together with the Wilson 
medals are now missing, which accounts for their present scarcity. 

When the Japanese invaders arrived in Manila, they were complete 
strangers to Filipinos. We knew next to nothing of their ways, customs, 
language and form of government. Imagine, therefore, the shock of 
Filipinos who for centuries have adopted the ways and customs of the 
West, who for years have accepted the principles of democracy, when 
all of a sudden they became subject to the most autocratic government 
of a bigoted Oriental people. Overnight the Filipino was transformed 
from a free man to a slave. This he could not accept and consequently 
for the duration, the whole country successfully resisted, even at terrific 
sacrifices. It is estimated that during this war more than a million Fili- 
pinos lost their lives. Property damage staggers the imagination and 
accounts for our present economic ruin. 

With Manila overrun by thousands of greedy ignorant Japanese sol- 
diers who had little respect for life and property, collections went into 
hiding, mostly under the ground. Those that could not be hidden, how- 
ever, became a prey to the conquerors’ orders. I know of entire collec- 
tions of old firearms and antique weapons which were surrendered and 
are now lost. You may wonder why harmless antique weapons were 
confiscated. But what is, more surprising is that toy guns were also 
required to be surrendered. 

Bolos and all kinds o£ knives over four inches long were forbidden. 
As a result one collector of old medieval armor had his brave-looking 
knights holding a shield with one hand and only the handle of a spear 
with the other. 

Priceless public and private collections of art were looted and 
shipped to Japan. Some of them have now been recovered and restored 
to their owners but it has been difficult to trace the greater part of them. 

In the early days of the occupation the invaders were in dire need 
of copper and tried to confiscate all our copper cents. They offered to 
sell their looted rice at ridiculously low prices provided payment was 
made in copper coins. When the purpose became known to Filipinos, 
all copper coins went underground for the duration. The general feeling 
was that no Filipino would be willing to help the enemy make weapons 
to kill Filipinos and Americans. Later the Japanese worked our rich 
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gold mines extracting copper instead of gold. In this undertaking they 
became exposed to full guerrilla action and to the scourge of malaria 
and were therefore again frustrated. 

No metal currency was issued during the Japanese occupation from 
January, 1942 to October, 1944. The Japanese army issued military notes 
in denominations of 1, 5, 10 and 50 centavos and 1, 5, 10, 100, 500 and 
1,000 pesos. Due to their rapidly diminishing value as a result of infla- 
tion they were called “Mickey Mouse” money. They were also dubbed 
the devil’s currency. The Filipinos ever confident that they would be 
liberated by the Americans hoarded all the Philippine and U. S. money 
and tried to buy all they could get at increasingly high rates of exchange 
with Japanese military notes. Although this transaction was punishable 
by death it became a lucrative trade among many and was so rampant 
that the Japanese could not prevent it. The Japanese assurance that their 
currency had come to stay was belied by the inexorable advance of the 
U. S. Pacific armada. Consequently the “genuine” peso, as the prewar 
unit was called, rose in exchange from par value in 1942 to over 1,000 
occupation pesos in late 1944. 

I can only make passing mention of the medals issued during the 
Japanese regime, to wit: (1) Silver medal to commemorate the 350th 
anniversary of the first printing press; (2) Silver medal commemorating 
an exhibition of the works of Dr. Jose Rizal, Filipino patriot; (3) Bronze 
medal of President Laurel to commemorate the inauguration of the 
Japanese-sponsored Philippine Republic and (4) Bronze medal with 
facing busts of Laurel and Vargas to commemorate the Philippine Exec- 
utive Commission. All these medals were issued in 1943. There were 
also issued five medals with Japanese inscription for the use of the 
Japanese military only. 

During the entire Japanese occupation American and Filipino 
guerrillas issued military script and guerrilla notes intended to circulate 
as money in many islands controlled by them. Please remember that 
the Philippines is composed of over seven thousand islands. The total 
value of this currency is estimated by the Emergency Currency Board, 
a committee appointed to administer its registration, to exceed seventy- 
five million dollars. The notes create a fascinating numismatic study 
due to their great variety and historical value and I understand that 
Dr. Gilbert Perez will soon publish an account of them. An idea of the 
nature and sources of these notes may be obtained from a publication 
of the Emergency Currency Board, Bureau of Treasury, Manila, entitled 
“Rules and Regulations on the Registration and Deposit of Emergency 
Currency.” In accordance with Philippine Republic Act No. 33 referring 
to certain agreements entered into between the Philippines and the 
United States, the sum of twenty-five million dollars has been set aside 
for the partial payment of this currency. 

Now let us turn to coin collecting during those hectic days of the 
occupation. To understand the peculiar nature of the coin market in the 
Philippines I must explain that in this country there are no coin dealers 
and our source of coins and medals has always been the pawnshops, 
jewelers, silversmiths, curio stores, and private persons. As I have 
explained in a previous article which appeared in the April, 1947 issue 
of The Numismatist the early coins of the Philippines consisted mostly 
of imported coins from Mexico and other Latin- American countries with 
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which we conducted the galleon trade for over two centuries under 
Spanish rule. When in 1903 the Philippines established a new monetary 
system under the United States, these old Latin- American coins were 
recalled and melted. For some reason or another a large number of 
Filipinos failed to turn in their coins and as these are no longer legal 
tender they are now deposited in old vaults together with antique trin- 
kets, old love letters and other relics of the past. Such hoards consist 
mostly of dollar-sized silver pieces of the Mexican Republic with varied 
mixture of old pillar dollars (Dos Mundos), occasional cobs, numerous 
8-Real pieces of the bust type from Mexico and Peru, old and recent 
“duros” of Spain, and countermarked dollars. Because they are not 
worth keeping for their metal value old copper coins became play money 
and gradually disappeared. 

At the beginning of the enemy occupation when it became evident 
that the Japanese Army did not have as much interest in silver and gold 
as in copper and as the effects of inflation was beginning to be felt, the 
hidden hoards were finally remembered. Realizing that such hoards 
could purchase a little rice which he urgently needed to tide him over 
the long occupation period until Uncle Sam could come and drive the 
wolves away, the owner sold his obsolete coins without regret as he 
could put them to no better use at that time. Later on he even had to 
sell his clothes and essential belongings to stave off hunger and want. 
On the other hand, it is true that there were some short-sighted indi- 
viduals who sold their precious gold coins not because of necessity but 
because they were attracted by the prevailing high prices and did not 
foresee that the “mickey mouse” money which they received in exchange 
would soon be absolutely worthless. 

Many collectors benefited by the voluntary appearance of these 
hoarded coins. I remember that during the regular meetings of the 
Manila numismatists the auctions were unusually well-stocked and active. 
Coin collectors were among those who did not believe in the Japanese 
military notes and here was the chance to get rid of them. Unfortu- 
nately, many collectors could not afford expensive gold pieces which 
went to speculators outside of the society. 

During the greater part of the occupation, the Philippine Numis- 
matic and Antiquarian Society held monthly meetings in Manila at the 
home of its late president Judge Simeon Garcia. These meetings were 
unusually well attended but carefully kept secret from the Japanese 
who frowned upon any gathering during those days. These meetings 
are characteristic of any other collectors’ meeting elsewhere. There was 
the usual exhibit of recent acquisitions, a talk on some phase of numis- 
matics by an assigned member, exchange of information and ideas, busi- 
ness meeting, auction, and refreshments. During those days, however, 
the most interesting topic of discussion was the location of the army 
of MacArthur. 

The greatest calamity to coin collection and to all art collections 
in the Philippines occurred during the Battle of Manila in February, 
1945, when the stubborn enemy made a desperate death stand causing 
the unbelievable destruction of the beautiful city with almost four cen- 
turies of Western culture and the death of thousands of innocent civilians 
caught in the cross-fire .or massacred by the desperate Japanese soldiers. 

The destruction of the city caused the irreparable loss of century- 
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old collections in museums, libraries, churches and government institu- 
tions. Numerous private coUections of coins, paintings, sculpture, antiq- 
uities, relics, curios, rare books, etc., met the same fate. Their owners 
are thankful that at least they saved their lives, although many like 
our own president of the numismatic society lost everything including 
his life. From the rubble and ruins of that unfortunate battle only 
melted silver was left of beautiful coin collections. Just after the fighting 
it was common sight to see clumps of silver coins stuck together beyond 
recognition. What escaped the fire went to the numerous looters and 
souvenir hunters. 

Until now the Manila mint has not been replaced and the Philippine 
Treasury is temporarily housed in a small shell-pocked building. The 
new coins in circulation of which we have only the 1944 and 1945 issues 
so far were struck in the United States, the silver 50 centavos from the 
San Francisco mint, the silver 20 and 10 centavos from the Denver 
mint, the nickel 5 centavos from the Philadelphia and San Francisco 
mints, and the copper 1 centavo (1944 only) from the San Francisco 
mint. Coins of one peso and half-peso to commemorate our liberation 
in 1945 and the inauguration of the Philippine Republic in 1946, designs 
of which were accomplished by the famous Filipino sculptor Guillermo 
Tolentino, are to be struck in U. S. mints. 

For the benefit of the collectors of paper money the notes issued 
after liberation consist of the following denominations (in pesos): 1, 2, 
5, 10, 20, 50, 100 and 500. They are all overprinted with the word 
VICTORY, otherwise they are identical in design to prewar issues. 


COLOGNE

Cologne is often referred to in a sentimental fashion as the City of the 
three Kings, referring to the three Kings from the East who journied to 
Jerusalem at the birth of Christ. There are various legends explaining 
just why they were later connected with Cologne, but none of them was 
very satisfactory to me. The old vaudeville team of Weber and Fields 
had a song about their travels in Europe, two lines of which come to my 
mind, “I’ve bumbed all over Europe and roamed all over Rome but there 
ain’t no hams in Hamburg nor sweet smells in Cologne” (end quote). 

I can not vouch for the first part but I can say from personal experi- 
ence that the statement about Cologne is accurate. 

Cologne is famous, above everything else, for its cathedral. Judging 
by the pictures that I have seen of it in the newspapers, I suspect there 
is not much left of it except the two spires and these have been so badly 
damaged that there is not much to be done about them. I have talked 
with people who have been in Cologne recently and they have confirmed 
my previously formed opinion. 

It is always deplorable when a beautiful Cathedral like this is 
destroyed. For it was beautiful, but the average person went on the 
assumption that, like the other great Cathedrals of Europe that it was 
ancient. The fact is that it was not. 
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Here are the facts about the Cathedral. It was begun in 1248 A. D. 
and during the next two or three years the choir was completed as well 
as a small part of one wall of the Nave. Then the work was stopped 
and a wooden roof and wooden side walls were erected to protect the 
parts that had been completed and also to enable the building to be 
used as a place of worship. 

For a period of 302 years nothing further was done about it. 

In 1550 work was again resumed but had progressed for only a short 
time when it was again discontinued. There apparently is no explana- 
tion for these delays. 

The fact remains that work was stopped and not resumed until 1842. 
From this date on the work proceeded without interruption until 1880 
on which date the Cathedral was actually finished. 

But to return to the city of Cologne itself. 

The exact date of its foundation is not known. We only know posi- 
tively that it was founded by the German Tribe of Ubii. In the year 
38 B. C. Agrippa compelled this tribe to move from the right to the left 
side of the Rhine. In 50 A. D. it was raised to the status of a Colony 
(Colonia Claudia Ara Agrippensis) and was at the zenith of its power 
as a Roman Colony in the 2nd and 3rd Centuries A. D. It belonged to 
the Franks in the Fifth Century. The Bishoprick was founded in the 4th 
Century and in 785 Charlemagne raised it to the dignity of an Arch- 
bishoprick. By the end of the 15th Century it was one of the richest and 
most powerful towns in Germany. It was long considered the cradle of 
German art. 

It held the privileges of a free city until it was occupied by the French 
in 1794. 

I have not visited Cologne since I was a very young man and I am told 
that many changes have taken place since that time, but at that period 
one of the “musts” for a traveller was to visit the Church of St. Ursula 
whose tomb was erected there in 1658. Now the Church was not very 
interesting but what you went to see was the “Tomb of the Eleven Thou- 
sand Virgins” in the crypt. This tomb consisted of a room or cellar with 
a “barrel vault.” The room was about 150 feet long and about 25 feet 
to the top of the vault. Every square inch of wall space was covered 
with human bones, arranged in patterns and figures. The story is this: 
During one of the crusades these unfortunate women accompanied the 
Crusaders to the Holy Land. It was one of the unsuccessful Crusades 
and not one of these women ever returned to Europe. How these skele- 
tons reached Cologne has never been explained. At least to my satisfac- 
tion. It is a gruesome place and I have never heard of any tourist going 
there for the second time. I am told that the “Tomb was abolished a 
number of years ago. 

Perhaps I may be permitted to digress to tell a story about a friend 
of mine and his experience with the “Tomb.” 

He was very wealthy and an ardent collector of souvenirs. His house 
was filled with pieces of stone, bits of wood and iron, all labeled, stating 
where they came from. He would pay for these things if he had to but 
he much preferred to steal them. If he had been present at the battle of 
Hastings he would surely have had a piece of William the Conqueror s 
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armour, no matter what he would have had to do in order to get it. You 
may have met his type. So when he visited the Tomb of the eleven thou- 
sand virgins he just had to have one of those skulls. He wanted to steal 
one but lost his nerve, and so getting the guide in a corner asked him 
how much it would cost him to get away with one. The guide men- 
tioned a sum in “Marks” that equalled about a hundred dollars, which 
he paid. On arriving in London he sent the skull to be cleaned and 
mounted on silver legs. Also the top was sawed off. He wanted to keep 
cigars in it. The firm that was doing the work for him discovered, at the 
base of the skull, a small brass plate, which on being cleaned showed a 
name and address in Brussels. My friend was going to Brussels anyway 
and while there decided to see if such an address existed. It did, and 
he was met at the door by a man who was greatly interested in what he 
had to say about the skull and the brass plate. He invited my friend in 
and explained to him that he manufactured synthetic skeletons of pow- 
dered bone which were sold to various people for various uses. Did he sell 
any to the tomb of the eleven thousand virgins? Oh, yes, a great many, 
in fact, they were one of his best customers. Perhaps Monsieur would 
like to buy a nice skull for a souvenir? “No, thank you,” said my friend 
sadly, “I just bought one.” 

But to return to Cologne. After the defeat of the French it was for- 
mally incorporated into Prussia in 1815.

J. S. GEN SHEIMER, A.N.A. No. 8222 

John S. Gensheimer, 65 years old, superintendent of telegraph and signals 
in the New York zone of the Pennsylvania Railroad, died November 12 at his 
home, 120 Broadway. 

Mr. Gensheimer, who would have been with the railroad fifty years 
December 1, was on sick leave since July 1. His death was sudden. His 
associates of the Pennsylvania Railroad had planned a dinner in his honor, 
scheduled for December 1 at the Hotel Pennsylvania, New York. An invitation 
was mailed November 12 to Mr. Gensheimer at his home. 

The dinner would also have marked Mr. Gensheimer’s official retirement. 

He was born in Camden, March 10, 1882, entering the employ of the railroad 
December 1, 1897, as a messenger boy in the Camden offices of the West Jersey 
and Seashore Railroad. Promotions were rapid. In 1916 he was made supervisor 
of signals on the New York, Philadelphia and Norfolk Railway. 

He made his home in Elizabeth in 1928 when he was assigned to the office 
of the chief engineer of maintenance of way, New York zone, as chief signal 
inspector. He had been superintendent since May 1, 1937. He left Elizabeth 
two years ago. 

He was educated in the public schools of Camden and the night school of 
Temple University. 

Well known in Elizabeth, Mr. Gensheimer was active in the affairs of St. 
James Methodist Church. He served on the official board and the board of 
trustees there for a number of years. When he left Elizabeth, he transferred 
his membership to the Ocean Grove Methodist Church. 

An avid collector of rare coins, Mr. Gensheimer was a member of the 
Numismatic Societies of New Jersey and New York. He was a deep sea fishing 
enthusiast, holding membership in the Belmar Fishing Club. 

He was a member of the Pocomoke City (Md.) Masons; Syria Temple, 
A.A.O.N.M.S., of Pittsburgh, and the board of directors of the Railroad Y.M.C.A., 
New York. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Nettie B. James Gensheimer; a daughter, 
Mrs. DeWitt G. Manley, of Roselle; a son, Ogden D. Gensheimer, of Summit, 
and three grandchildren. 


WILLIAM S. APPLETON 

William S. Appleton, 73, of 16 Louisburg sq., founder and corresponding 
secretary of the Society for the Preservation of New England Antiquities, died 
November 24 at Lawrence General Hospital, Lawrence. 

Born in Boston, the son of the late William S. and Edith Stuart Appleton 
of 39 Beacon Street, grandson of Nathan Appleton of Boston, he was a graduate 
of St. Paul’s school and Harvard College, class of 1896. 

Besides serving as secretary of the New England Antiquities society, head- 
quarters of which are in the Harrison Gray Otis House in the West End, Mr. 
Appleton was secretary of the Paul Revere Memorial Association, which raised 
the funds for purchase of the patriot’s house as an historic shrine. 

He was a member of the Boston Numismatic Society since 1921, and was 
to serve as a member of the Honorary Reception Committee during the 1948 
A.N.A. Convention. His father, who bore the same name, was one of the 
founders of the B.N.S., organized March 3, 1860.

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MISCELLANEOUS LIBRARY NOTES

A Happy New Year from the A.N.A. 
Library in Wichita, Kansas. General 
Secretary Lewis M. Reagan was 
crowded before we moved in on him. 
As it turned out, he had only thought 
he was crowded. Now it’s time to put 
out the SRO sign whenever we have 
company. But we hope to have larger 
quarters soon, and anyone desiring to 
spend a few days or longer on numis- 
matic research will be welcome, with 
all facilities open to them. 


“European Crowns Since 1800” by 
John S. Davenport of Galesburg, Illi- 
nois, reached the library as we were 
packing it for the move southward. 
Here is a work for which collectors 
have been asking for years, prepared 
in a scholarly manner by a man 
whose numismatic works already had 
acclaimed wide, favorable notice. The 
author states in his foreword that 
while the book is confined to the non- 
Germanic coins of Europe, a second 
volume will be issued on these coins. 
The work on crowns first appeared 
as a series in The Numismatist. 

The book includes a supplement, 
which can be removed or changed, 
containing prices of the 408 coins pic- 
tured. The brief sketches preceding 
sections on each country will prove 
of interest. To the librarian, the 
appendix alone will prove more than 
worth the cost of this book, containing 
as it does inscriptions on the coins 
included in this volume of 193 pages. 
Of almost equal value is the bibliog- 
raphy, which is followed by a one- 
page index. 


All collectors of crowns should be 
grateful to Mr. Davenport for the 
extensive effort put into this volume. 
“European Crowns Since 1800” is 
worthy of any numismatic library, 
we think. 

The library number will be D-32. 


The library was still in transit when 
we began receiving orders for the 
Wayte Raymond book, Nineteenth 
Century Issues. This volume has 
been anticipated with keen interest 
for over two years. While a copy is 
not yet in the library, it will be 
shortly and the number will be R-63. 


Seldom will one find the like of 
the wealth of numismatic information 
to be found between two covers as in 
the O. P. Eklund series on Copper 
Coins, bound late in the year by the 
library after Mr. Eklund donated one 
copy of each. In this work, E-25, are: 
“Copper Coins of Mexico, Central 
America and South America,” “ Cop- 
per Coins of Spain,” “Copper Coins 
of Portugal,” “Italian Copper Coins,” 
“Copper Coins of France,” “Copper 
Coins of Austria-Hungary ,” “ Copper 
Coins of the German States and Cop- 
per Coins of the German Empire and 
Republic 1871-192 If,” “ Copper Coins of 
Russia and Poland,” “Copper Coins of 
Denmark and Her Possessions,” and 
“Copper Coins of Denmark.” 

Each of these works is available 
separately, with one or two exceptions 
in which we need one to three missing 
numbers of The Numismatist. The 
combined works were bound primarily 
for use in the library. The book will 
be loaned for 30-day periods in special 
cases, such as research. The articles 
on Denmark and Norway copper 
coins may be purchased from the 
library, as they were among the 
first reprints and still are among 
the most popular. All appeared 
originally in The Numismatist. 


Many members will be happy to 
learn of the acquisition of “El Duro” 
by Adolfo Herrera, a work in Spanish 
and in two volumes. There is little 
text, so do not let the Spanish 
frighten you. 

The work contains 532 pages and 
54 excellent plates, with fine descrip- 
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tions, covering all Spanish dollar size 
coins from -the 15th century. It con- 
tains information on counter-stamped 
coins, siege pieces of Central and 
South America and listings under 
rulers. The shipping weight will be 
about 11 pounds and the cost about 
40 cents each way including insurance. 


Collectors familiar with “History of 
the U.S. Mint,” by Frank H. Stewart 
know how thorough Mr. Stewart is 
when he turns to writing. No excep- 
tion is his piece, “Mark Newby, the 
First Banker in New Jersey and His 
Patrick Halfpence.” The article was 
published by the Gloucester County 
Historical society, Woodbury, New 
Jersey, of which the author is presi- 
dent Emeritus. 

“The writer has recently been try- 
ing to obtain additional information 
about Newby’s halfpence of which 
there must have been more than 30 
varieties,” Mr. Stewart says in his 
foreword. “They were of two sizes, 
the smaller of which is now termed 
a farthing. ... It has been learned 
they were in circulation in Ireland 
and the Isle of Man prior to 1679 
when they were outlawed in the 
latter island.” 

Mr. Stewart’s article provides excel- 
lent background for the student of 
colonials of New Jersey, with inter- 
esting information on the New Jersey 
cents and reproductions of the Newby 
pieces. Mr. Stewart wrote everyone 
who might be able to help him 
uncover information for this article 
and he did not hesitate to spend many 
hours on research and on writing 
abroad. There even is a reproduction 


of the inventory of the estate of 
Mark Newby. 

Other bits of information in this 
46-page booklet will prove of interest 
to collectors of colonial coins as well 
as to other persons interested in this 
interesting period. The library num- 
ber of this book is S-79. 


A.N.A. Board members are consid- 
ering having the first six volumes of , 
The Numismatist reprinted and bound 
between two covers. This matter was 
taken up by the Board because it has 
been often requested down through 
the years. 

President Loyd Gettys has instructed 
the librarian to obtain prices on the 
project and find out whether there 
is sufficient interest to warrant going 
ahead with the proposal. Cost prob- 
ably would be prohibitive unless a 
minimum of 1,000 could be printed. 
We hope to be able next month to 
provide this information, and the 
next step would be the taking of 
advance orders. If advance orders for 
500 are received, we will recommend 
that the board let the contract for 
the job. 

Here is a hint: The purchase of 
an extra copy may prove a good 
investment because the work is 
certain to increase in value as new 
members constantly are joining the 
association and want complete sets 
of The Numismatist. 

We also would appreciate the loan 
of the first six volumes if anyone 
has them unbound. The library set 
is bound, as the completed work will 
be, and it will be necessary to break 
it up, at the risk of damaging it, for 
the reprint job. Any offers? 


BOOK REVIEWS 

MUSEUM NOTES II. 1947. The American Numismatic Society, 
155th Street and Broadway, New York City 32, New York. 

The second number of this pocket-size publication is even better 
than the first which was issued just one year ago. It is devoted to concise 
studies, short papers and notes on various phases of numismatics with 
particular emphasis on recent acquisitions of the Society. 

Of especial interest is a study of the coinage of the province of 
Mendoza, Argentina, 1823 and 1824, compiled jointly by Romulo Zabala, 
Humberto F. Burzio, and Roman F. Pardo. Their findings, first recorded 
in Spanish as originally written and then happily translated, add much 
to our knowledge of this interesting series. Previously the most com- 
prehensive study of them was made by Arnold Perpall and appeared 
in the July, 1945 issue of The Numismatist. 
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Other important articles in this issue of Museum Notes are by 
Aline A. Boyce, Agnes Baldwin Brett, Adra M. Newell, John L. Dresser, 
Herbert J. Erlanger, Henry Grunthal, Herbert E. Ives, and Sydney 
P. Noe. - S.M. 

NUMISMATIC REVIEW. Volume 3, No. 4, October 1946. Stack’s, 
New* York City. $8 for two years subscription. Edited by Thomas Ollive 
Mabbott. This, the twelfth issue of this magazine which was instituted 
in 1943, contains 42 pages of well balanced material. It is liberally 
illustrated and the halftone reproductions are remarkably clear. 

Editor Mabbott in his study “On the Coinage of Pescennius Niger,” 
has encompassed the conclusions of recognized authorities and then 
added his own astute reasoning. It will perhaps sadden some collectors 
to learn that Professor Mabbott has been able to prove conclusively 
that some of the coins of Niger, long accepted as genuine, are decidedly 
false. 

The recorded issues from eight Greek and Colonial mints are 
grouped and heartily condemned. Next the issues from the mints of 
Alexandria in Egypt, Antioch on the Orontes, Germanica Caesarea in 
Bithynia, and Nicomedia in Bithynia are carefully discussed and accepted 
as genuine beyond reasonable doubt. Nine genuine coins are illustrated 
and considering the usual wretched condition in which such pieces are 
usually found, the illustrations are unusually distinct. 

Edmund Ware May writes on The Cross and Medal for War-Time 
Merit which originated in Germany in 1939. Nine classes of the awards 
are described and four are illustrated. He also describes the three types 
of the German cross which was awarded to special friends of Hitler. 

Frederick S. Knobloch has described twenty rare or inedited coins 
of Alexandria in Egypt. The legends are recorded faithfully in Greek 
and the accompanying illustrations make it a highly useful list. 

Other articles of interest include “Norway’s War Decorations” by 
Carsten Svarstad; “Late Treveran Portraiture” by J. W. E. Pearce; 
“U. S. Trial Cent of 1942” by Lenox R. Lohr; “Remarks on Jewish 
Coins” by Harry J. Stein; miscellaneous notes and four book reviews. 
— S.M. 

THE COIN COLLECTORS’ JOURNAL. September-October 1947. 
Wayte Raymond, Inc., Box 431, Mineola, New York. This issue of 22 
pages is devoted mostly to “Canadian Prisoner of War Card Money” by 
J. Douglas Ferguson, and “The Development of Currency and Banking 
in Florida” by Fred R. Marckhoff. 

Three early American medals of Captain Thomas Truxton, Com- 
modore Edward Preble, and Captain Isaac Hull are illustrated and 
described. 

Story and Design of Modern Coins, new issues of foreign coins, and 
“Australian Notes” by J. Hunt Deacon, round out this issue and every 
page of it is worthwhile numismatic reading. — S.M.

Wayte Raymond, New York. Price $3.50. 8vo. 252 pp, Indexed. Bound 
in blue cloth. Listing, illustrating, and giving the average retail value

of all coins types issued during the 19th Century with the exception of 
gold coins and issues of the German states prior to 1871. 

When a coin collector opens the pages of a new coin publication 
his mind is usually conditioned to expect anything from a long-winded 
treatise on practically nothing to an abbreviated compilation of knowl- 
edge that is easily obtainable elsewhere. It is not often that he gets 
his hands on such a satisfying book as Mr. Raymond’s catalogue of 
Nineteenth Century Issues. It far surpasses all previous attempts to 
list these issues between two covers, and is the most profusely illustrated 
coin book we have ever seen. 

The arrangement is geographical beginning with North America 
and following with Central America, South America, Europe, Africa, 
Asia and the East Indies, China, Japan, and the Pacific islands. With 
the help of the Index the catalogue is easy enough to handle. 

The average retail value is indicated for each type in from fine 
to very fine condition. The Introduction explains that uncirculated coins 
are worth considerably more. 

Here and there, among the thousands of values that are given, the 
collector will probably find himself lifting his eyebrows, and certainly 
the values will not please everyone. But on the whole we cannot but 
believe that the compiler has used sound judgment and has based his 
values on knowledge gained by long experience rather than on recent 
isolated sales. 

New collectors should realize that the values placed on common 
foreign coins are predicated on the assumption that they are attributed, 
enveloped, stocked, advertised, sold, and shipped by the dealer. Thus a 
foreign coin, with little or no face value, acquires a value which permits 
a dealer to handle it. 

So much for the values Mr. Raymond has placed on the coins of 
the 19th Century. Whether we like them or not it is doubtful if there 
is another man alive who could have come as close to the target. 

The format of the book is similar to its companion Twentieth Cen- 
tury Issues which was first published in 1938, and again issued in 1945. 
That book was remarkably successful and we believe that all collectors 
of foreign coins will want to add Nineteenth Century Issues to their 
numismatic libraries. — S.M. 

DIE ROEMISCHEN BRONZE — UND KUPFERMUENZEN MIT 
SCHLAGMARKEN IM LEGION SL AGER VINDONISSA (The Roman 
bronze and copper coins with countermarks in the legionary camp of 
Vindonissa). By Michael Grunwald. 151 pp. incl. 30 plates and tables. 
4to. Basel, 1946. E. Birkhauser & Cie. A. G. 

When a specialist in a very difficult and out-of-the-way series is 
confronted with a monumental work on what he thought was his own 
backyard, his first reaction is sorrow, but his later, lasting reaction is 
jubilation. 

We had, for many years, devoted our main activities to collecting 
the countermarked coins of the ancients, and hoped some day to record 
them in a corpus. Our task now seems somewhat lighter, since Mr. 
Grunwald has given us what amounts to a basic reference work on the 
countermarks of the Augustaean period. 
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While the volume is based primarily on the finds of the Swiss camp 
of Vindonissa (near Brugg), it contains extensive and descriptive list- 
ings of the majority of Roman counterstamps originating during the 
first half of the first century A.D. To be sure, w r e will add unpublished 
varieties and perhaps entirely new marks from time to time, but the 
basic publication is here, the ground has been laid. 

Up to now, Harold Mattingly’s catalogue of counterstamps (in the 
introduction to volume I of the British Museum Catalogue of Roman 
Imperial Coins) was the only and best compilation of existing material; 
this reviewer used it as a basis, but added new notes from time to time. 
However, Mattingly’s material lacked the great advantage of using a 
large hoard, a large, single depository, whence to draw conclusions as 
to the reasons for countermarking. This has now been supplied by the 
large numbers of such coins unearthed over the years at the Swiss camp 
of Vindonissa. 

Mr. Grunwald, after summing up what has been done in the field 
to date, gives complete statistics on the material at hand — he cata- 
logues 903 countermarked bronze and copper coins of the Augustaean 
period, out of a total of 3150 such coins found among over 6000 now 
resting at the Museum at Vindonissa. This is by far the largest single 
repository of counterstamped ancient coins in the world. Our own 
cabinet, collected over a period of about twelve years, contains some 
300 countermarked coins of this series — about one-third of the Vin- 
donissa collection. 

There is a great deal of statistical data in this volume, but clearly 
presented and in no way dry; historical chapters show up the conditions 
and political movements at the time under discussion, and how local 
conditions in the camps influenced the use of money. Forty-four differ- 
ent marks are listed in the catalogue part, with full data on their fre- 
quency and significance; the plates and tables concentrate mainly, but 
not exclusively on the two commonest counterstamps, viz. IMP AUC 
and TIBERIUS (variously abbreviated) ; a total of 187 drawings of 
187 different die positions are of excellent value as a quick reference 
source to those wishing to classify counterstamped coins of this period. 
Finally, there are 13 photographic plates of actual specimens. 

Basically, Mr. Grunwald is desirous of showing that the counter- 
marks of this period are by no means monetary or even economic in 
character, but have political significance in that they provide the proud 
and sensitive soldier with a specially “marked” currency of his own, 
different from what the civilian must accept for his daily use. 

If this were the only cause for these markings, a great many dies 
would make no sense at all, and we suspect that monetary significance 
does enter to a degree even though Mr. Grunwald ’s theory seems logical 
with the majority of markings giving the Imperial name and title alone. 
For the record, we would like to make some suggested corrections in the 
descriptive explanations of the plates: 

No. 133 Nemausus counterstamp PP we think is DD , the well- 
known DECRETO DEC URI ON UM. 

Plate III, 1. We have a better specimen of this: it is a capricorn 
not a star. 
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Plate VTI, 14. We read this PR, not TRP, which would make little 
sense here. 

Plate IX, 9. We read SF instead of SE , though the meaning would 
hardly change. 

Plate X, 12. PR instead of RP. Our specimens were found in Brit- 
ain. Whether this is Populus Romanus or Probavit is hard 
to say. 

Plate XI, 4. This is clearly IMP AVG, not INRAUC . 

Plate XI, 6. V S as single stampings are Vespasian’s and occur 
mostly on denarii of the Republic. 

Plate XII, 1. Possibly LEG. There are LEG and number marks in 
Palestine. 

Plate XIII, 9. This is not a circle, but the circular impression of a 
test stencil. No significance. 

Summing up, we cannot but consider this the major contribution to 
Early Imperial knowledge made during the past year, and perhaps years. 
Printed with a skill matching its writing, the volume costs 32 Swiss 
Francs, and may be obtained from the Basel publishers. - H. W. Holzer.

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CORNERSTONE COINS OF SANTA CLARA 

By REV. ARTHUR D. SPEARMAN, S.J., Alhambra, Calif. 

On Thursday, June 8, 1911, the engineering department of the 
City of Santa Clara, California, was laying a gas main along Campbell 
Avenue 1 from Franklin Street southerly to the Pratt-Lowe Cannery. 
In the excavating, the foundation stones of the second Santa Clara 
Mission Church were encountered, and at a point about nineteen and 
a half feet south of the curb of Franklin Avenue the Cornerstone itself 
was unearthed by the workmen. 2 

This stone measured 15y 2 " long, 12 wide, and 71 / 2 " thick. On 
its principal side there was an opening roughly plugged with another 
small stone. When this was removed, a cavity 3 V 2 ” square and 2 y 2 ” 
deep was found, and in it were a bronze crucifix, two religious medals, 
and a number of silver coins. 

The Baptismal Register of the Mission for the year 1781 gives us 
the history of these coins. Under date of November 19th it records the 
laying of this cornerstone by the Padre Presidente of the California Mis- 
sions, Fray Junipero Serra. Present with him were Fray Juan Crespi, 
from San Carlos Mission, Monterey, Fray Thomas de la Pena, founder 
of Santa Clara in 1773, 3 and Fray Antonio Murguia, priest-architect 4 
who was to supervise the building. Acting as sponsor for the secular 
power was the Alferez of the Presidio of San Francisco, Don Joseph 
Laso de la Vega and his soldiers. 

The record of this historical event was entered on page 59, First 
Book of Baptisms, in the handwriting of De la Pena, and then all, 
following Father Serra, signed their names to the page. We are con- 
cerned especially with the closing words of the entry: “There were 
enclosed in the recess of said cornerstone a Cross, Images, and various 
monies as a symbol of the spiritual treasury of the Church. And that all 
may appear in due order, we sign our names, etc.” 

It was the late Dr. A. E. Osborne of Los Gatos and Santa Clara, 
California, a founder and at the time president of the Santa Clara His- 
torical Society, who, upon being informed of the workmen’s find, lost no 
time in obtaining possession of the stone and contents. As he himself 
informed the writer, he then in the name of the Society turned over 
the precious discovery to the authorities of Santa Clara College. Both 
stone and contents are now in the Galtes Museum of the University 
of Santa Clara. 

The contents were as follows. The cross, really a crucifix of bronze, 
was one and one half inches high, and had on its reverse an image of 
the Virgin Mary. There were two bronze medals, the first of St. Francis 
of Assisi with St. Anthony of Padua on reverse; the second of Our 
Lady of Soledad (Solitude) on the face, and St. Joseph, with Child, on 
reverse. 

The coins are mentioned in the original notes of Dr. Osborne, and 
these notes, given to the writer by Mrs. Osborne state that the contents 
of the stone had been wrapt in some sort of silk fabric which disinte- 
grated with handling and exposure to the air. While at Santa Clara in 
1933-34, the writer was permitted examination and photographing of 
the objects by Rev. John J. Hayes S.J. who had long kept them in the 
treasurer’s vault. 
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Coins, medals, and crucifix placed in cornerstone of Father Murgfuia’s 
Mission Church, Santa Clara, California, November 19, 1781, by Father Junipero 
Serra. Unearthed in 1911 by John Viera and g^ven by Dr. A. E. Osborne to the 
University of Santa Clara. 
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As shown in the illustration there were three specimens of the two 
real coins of which the obverse presents the laureated, draped bust of 
Charles III. The inscription reads: CAROLUS.m.DEI GRATIA with the 
date .1778. in the exergue. Radiated milling at the periphery. The 
reverse has the crowned Spanish coat of arms between two columns. The 
scroll over the middle of each column has one word PLUS, on the left 
column and ULTRA on the right one. The marginal inscription, beginning 

at the upper right quadrant reads: HISPAN.ET IND.REX.M.2R.F.F. 
(Mexico City Mint mark; 2 reales; assayers’ initials.) Radiated milling. 
Edge reading: chain of alternate squares and circles. Size: 28 millimeters. 

There were two of the One Real coins, both bearing date of 1778, 
differing only in value, 1R, and size, 22 millimeters, from the foregoing. 
There were also two still smaller coins of one half-real value, 12 milli- 
meters in size, of which one is marked on the obverse: CAR.III D.G. 
HISPAN.ET IND.R. as the marginal reading: and on the reverse, mar- 
ginal reading beginning on the lower left quadrant: VTRA QUE UNUM, 
a motto recalling that Spain was the first world empire upon whose 

flag the sun never set. The lower third of the legend reads: . M . 1769. M. 

The other half-real coin, heavily dented on the obverse, is of Philip 
V, and is similar to the other half-real of Charles m except that the 

o 

symbol of the Mexico City mint M flanks the date on both sides. The 
reverse has the crowned Spanish coat of arms with no columns at the 
sides ; the assayers’ initials MF on the left, and to the right an equilateral 
Greek Cross having a small rosette above and below it. The marginal 
inscription which begins at the base of the lower left quadrant reads: 
PHILIP. V.D.G.HISPAN.ETIND.REX. The value does not appear any- 
where. 

Notes: 1. Campbell Avenue northward from Franklin Avenue bends westerly inside 
and along the line of the east wall of the Second Mission Cemetery, and 
parallels the line of the ancient ditch or zanja - noted by Vancouver in 
1792 as passing alongside the Padres’ Residence, and the rear wall of the 
Church, between it and the adobe wall of the pear orchard. The coins 
and medals had borne much moisture. 

2. J. Worthington was the superintendent of the Santa Clara City Gas 
Works, and the men were John Viera and John Andrade. They cut on 
through the cemetery and uncovered the casket of some Spanish official, 
and many Indian remains, with shell beads, etc. 

3. There were many Mission Churches at Santa Clara. I should enumerate 
them as follows: The first temporary church was of logs, palisada style, 
which followed the erection of the Cross and an Enramada of bows by 
Fray Thomas de la Pena and Lieut. Jose Joaquin Moraga on Jan. 12, 1777. 

The first adobe church located half a mile up the west bank of 
Mission Creek was abandoned during construction two years later because 
of floods. 

The second adobe was our Murguia Church, “one quarter league up 
the Mission Creek” according to Palou, “from its confluence with Rio 
Guadalupe.” 

The third church was built in 1818-1819, and was used temporarily 
after Murguia’s church was severely damaged by earthquake about 1818, 
while, according to the findings of Mrs. Edith Webb, the fourth church 
was begun in 1822, being built on the site of the present University of 
Santa Clara Chapel. That cornerstone was incorporated unopened into the 
present chapel cornerstone by Rev. Cornelius J. McCoy S.J. in 1930, 
following destruction of the Mission remains by fire in 1925. 

4. Padre Murguia died four days before the dedication of his church by Fray 
Junipero Serra. The builder was buried in the sanctuary of what all 
joined in calling the finest Church yet built in California. The date of 
dedication was May 15, 1784.

Die Varieties Somewhat Neglected

Can you tell me if a list of die 
varieties of United States commemo- 
rative half dollars has ever been pub- 
lished? If it hasn’t, can you give me 
a logical reason why this important 
and interesting phase of numismatics 
has been neglected? Is a die variety 
of a commemorative half dollar of less 
importance than a die variety of an 
ordinary half dollar? I’d like to know 
who is the final judge in such matters!

Answer: 

As far as we know such a list has 
never been published and it is doubt- 
ful if a prolonged study of the sub- 
ject would yield any useful informa- 
tion. Most collectors are content to 
complete the series according to dates 
and mint marks and once their collec- 
tion is complete they turn to other 
series. Of late there has been a tend- 
ency to collect only types of com- 
memorative half dollars. This is prob- 
ably the answer to the exorbitant 
values that have been placed on cer- 
tain dates and mint marks. Col- 
lectors themselves decide what to col- 
lect and how deep to specialize. Deal- 
ers attempt to supply the material 
and editors of coin magazines report 
the results. — Editor. 


Such Errors Are Not Common 

Dear Editor: 

In philatelic circles some of the 
most sought after, and valuable, 
stamps are those bi-color issues with 
inverted centers. Bi-color stamps 
must be run through the press twice 
and are sometimes inadvertently put 
in upside down for the second print- 
ing, producing the rare inverted vari- 
eties. 

Now our regular paper money has 
to go through the presses two or three 
times also, since the seals and serial 
numbers are of a different color than 
the rest of the note. I believe that 
signatures are also sometimes printed 
separately. At any rate, what I am 
leading up to is that inverts can also 
occur in paper money but I have 
never seen any account of them in the 
numismatic journals nor noted any 
advertised for sale. 

Yet inverted bills do exist for I have 


in my possession a $1 bill of the series 
1935A where the seal is upside down 
and at the left of the note on top of 
the figure 1; the serial numbers are 
transposed and upside down; and the 
signatures of Julian and Morgenthau 
are at the top of the bill, transposed, 
and upside down. There is no question 
but what the bill is genuine. 

I would like to know if other col- 
lectors have picked up any of these 
freaks. I got mine about three years 
ago.

Wants Law Regarding the Photo- 
graphing of Paper Money Eased 

Coins can be illustrated in books 
and magazines but no illustrations are 
allowed to be made of United States 
paper money (official Government 
issues) with the exception of Treas- 
ury Department books such as “Know 
Your Money.” A special instance when 
illustrations of U.S. paper money were 
allowed to be made was in the case 
of the booklet, “United States Postage 
and Fractional Currency,” by Dr. 
Frank A. Limpert, which was pub- 
lished last year. My opinion is that 
the Treasury Department allowed il- 
lustrations off Postage Currency and 
Fractional Currency to be made be- 
cause these notes are no longer in 
circulation and the illustrations would 
thus be of little value to a counter- 
feiter. 

Now I ask why couldn’t a catalog of 
LARGE size U.S. paper money be illus- 
trated in the same way? U.S. paper 
money collecting is popular but it is 
nowhere near so popular as it would 
be if a catalog of paper money ap- 
peared which contained illustrations 
of our large size paper money. Think 
what it would mean to be able to 
have illustrations of notes showing the 
differences between large and small 
seals, various notes which picture dif- 
ferent portraits of the same man, de- 
pending upon the series, etc. To give 
one definite example, an illustration 
of the $10 Legal Tender “Jackass” 
note would be invaluable, because 
such an illustration would show why 
the small eagle on the obverse resem- 
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bles a “Donkey’s head’’ when inverted. 

Large size notes are no longer in 
general circulation so there should 
not be any effort at counterfeiting 
through the use of illustrations of the 
notes appearing in a catalog. Even if 
there was, such notes would not have 
much chance to pass undetected since 
they would likely be examined closely 
due to their large size. You will no- 
tice that I say large size U.S. paper 
money. Naturally, I advocate the con- 
tinuance of the law regarding illus- 
trations of our paper money when it 
refers to small size notes or large 
size notes having similar illustrations 
such as the Silver Certificates, Series 
of 1923. But the freedom to use illus- 
trations of all other U.S. paper money 
— gosh, what a boost that would mean 
to paper money collecting!

Judging 
from my experience it would appear 
that the Canadian coinage is going to 
develop some real rarities before 
many years have passed.

Transpacific Notes 

Dear Editor: 

Collectors of tokens and store cards 
may have found among their treasures 
some brass or vulcanite tokens with 
2H cts. on the obverse or reverse 
and have probably wondered why a 
token of that denomination was issued 
and why so many different varieties 
are scattered around. If they are of 
the 2%c denomination you can be 
assured that they were struck in the 
old city of New Orleans or in some 
nearby Acadian towns in the Bayou 
regions. In the gay nineties they were 
known as “quartilla’’ checks and were 
part and parcel of the business para- 
phernalia of every corner grocery both 
in and out of the “vieux Carre.’’ 


Every grocer had on his shelves 
ready wrapped packages of beans, 
rice and other staples in modest 2%c 
quantities. The thrifty but poor 
housewife could go to the market 
with a silver four bit piece which 
not only represented two nickels but 
also twenty brass 2Msc checks. She 
could buy 2%c of red, white, brown 
or flat beans, 2Msc worth of rice, a 
2^c half loaf of French bread, 12 H 
cents worth of “petit sale” salted 
meat, a 7%c bottle of “extra dry” 
grape juice (slightly alcoholic and 
partly cloudy with logwood coloring 
chips) and with the little package of 
black pepper or salt given free with 
every purchase and which was termed 
“La Gniappe” by those of the “Latin 
Quarter,” she could return home with 
her little basket full and still have 
the equivalent of nine 2V6c brass 
checks in her meagre pocketbook. 

These checks were good for redemp- 
tion only at the store that issued them 
and every store had its own kind, 
shape and variety of disks. I did not 
stay long on the old city but I have 
often wondered if and when the use 
of this peculiar denomination was 
discontinued and if some collectors 
have any of these in their collections. 
Some of these were round, some scal- 
loped, some hexagonal or octagonal, 
some romantically heartshaped, and I 
even had one with a border that was 
slightly reminiscent of that on a 
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triobol of cyzicus of Mysia. Some had 
the name and address of the grocer 
and some only had his initials but 
all had the identifying 2 1 /&c on the 
obverse or reverse. 

Great and glorious were the days 
when one could buy 2%c of boiled 
ham in a big 2%c half-loaf of French 
bread with a half of a dill pickle and 
a dab of mustard given free as “La 
Gniappe.” Even my old French 
teacher on Royal Street occasionally 
indulged in these peculiarly typical 
gastronomic excursions. 

With the possible exception of New 
York, Philadelphia and San Francisco, 
no city offered, or I should say, offered 
such a large variety of local tokens 
to its token fans. One could buy 2%c 
worth of bread, pocket the brass check 
and — viola — another token for your 
token collection. 

Here in Manila during the same 
decades the Chinese storekeepers 
issued similar tokens when there was 
a scarcity of small change but they 
were not of metal. They were the 
teakwood and ivory pawns of Chinese 
checkers; they were difficult to coun- 
terfeit and were redeemable in mer- 
chandise in any Chinese store. Few 
of these have survived the inexorable 
hands of time and probably the brass 
checks of New Orleans may now be 
as scarce or as rare as a 1909 S Indian 
head cent but not as expensive if and 
when they do turn up occasionally. 

However, with the aid of a con- 
temporary city directory and a goodly 
number of these brass half-picayunes 
the groceries of the 80’s and 90’s in 
that city could again come to life. 

No, Mr. Morgenthau, there were no 
2V6c fare tokens but I did have one 
with the legend: A. Bridges 2%c, 
which some scrupulous, grasping and 
conscienceless dealer could try to sell 
as a genuine, bona fide and guaran- 
teed transportation token; something 
which it was everything else but. If 
he were to sell it for one whole dollar 
only an innocent tokenut like me 
would be foolish enough to buy it. 
Anyway, I could consider it as a very 
interesting piece of “odd money” and 
thereby justify my most extravagant 
expenditure of good money. 

Perhaps some narrow and one- 
track-minded specialist who absolutely 
and definitely limits his collecting 
activities to sutler tokens, prison 
tokens, fare tokens, wooden nickels, 
tax tokens, siege tokens, dog tokens, 
beer checks, ferry tokens, bank tokens, 
slave tokens, iceman tokens, “filles de 
joie” tokens, dance tokens, hard time 


tokens, communion tokens, circus 
tokens, Jenny Lind tokens, and not 
more than a dozen more types; might 
have inadvertently included one of 
these New Orleans orphans in his 
highly specialized hoard of what the 
erudite and the unthinking sometimes 
term: “JUNK.”

Wants Gold Standard Restored 

Rep. Buffett (R. Neb.) wants the 
U. S. to return to the old-fashioned 
gold standard. On November 29 he 
told the House he would soon intro- 
duce bills to provide for the minting 
and free circulation of gold coins and 
to allow U. S. citizens to own gold. 

His suggestion was promptly cold- 
shouldered by Chairman Wolcott (R. 
Mich.) of the House Banking and 
Currency Committee which would 
have to pass on such legislation. Mr. 
Wolcott said he feared it would be a 
signal for speculators to bid up and 
hoard gold in the hope that the dollar 
would be devalued. Others lacking 
confidence in the currency might also 
be tempted to hoard gold, he stated. 

Editor’s Note: We suggest that 
each member of the House Banking 
and Currency Committee take up the 
study of numismatics and follow the 
history of gold coinage since it was 
instituted about 2,500 years ago. They 
would learn that the economic prob- 
lems of a country cannot be solved 
by digging gold out of one hole and 
burying it in another.

One of the most active of overseas 
numismatic organizations is the New 
Zealand Numismatic Society which 
meets monthly in the Parliament 
Building, Wellington. 

The monthly reports of the Society 
have been valuable contributions to 
numismatic literature and shortly the 
Reports will be issued in the form of 
a Quarterly Bulletin.

200 Laid Off at Mint as Orders Fall Off 

Approximately 200 employes of the 
Philadelphia Mint, 16th and Spring 
Garden streets, were laid off at the 
close of the work week yesterday. 
Edwin H. Dressel, superintendent, said 
the employes furloughed will be 
recalled “as soon as new orders for 
coins are received.” He attributed the 
reduction in force to a decrease in 
requests or orders for coins and to 
limited appropriations. 

The Mint, which reached an all-time 
peak of about 2,600 employes during 
the war, has now about 600 employes, 
a normal figure, he said. 

William Fehlinger, president of the 
American Federation of Government 
Employes (AFL), said “This reduction 
in force is a normal procedure at this 
time of the year.” There was no labor 
trouble at the Mint, he declared. 

On Nov. 3, employes at the large 
coin-making plant received an increase 
of three to 10 cents an hour according 
to classification.

Note: Mr. Smith deserves a medal 
for selecting such an interesting field 
of numismatics. The dictionaries we 
have seem to agree that a medal is 
a small disc of metal bearing a device 
usually commemorative or honorary. 
A medalet is a small medal; a medal- 
lion is a large medal. Medallion is 
also applied to an especially large piece 
struck in Rome during Imperial times, 
Medals can be conveniently divided 
into series such as personal award 
medals, privately struck medal, gov- 
ernment mint medals, artistic medals, 
war medals, et cetera. The same 
applies to medalets and medallions. 
This seems a more simple solution 
than attempting to change the estab- 
lished usage of the word “medal.”

Among the Resolutions adopted at the 1947 A.N.A. Convention was one that 
provided for the issuing of medals to all living past presidents of the Associ- 
ation. Julius Windner, Chairman of the Medallic Arts Committee, has pre- 
pared preliminary designs and we are pleased to illustrate them at this time. 



The President's Medal 

Our revered emblem surrounded and supported by a chain of forty-eight 
links representing the forty-eight states. 

Reverse: A wreath is formed of the leaf ornament found under the bust 
of the 1793 cent. Emblazoned on the rays of the sun are three panels to receive 
the name and dates of the recipient. 

This is my own design. 



The Medal of Merit 

This is just a pen sketch of an idea of a Grecian subject in which we 
would like to emulate the art of the ancient Greek die cutter. In this kind of 
work an artist would desire the freedom of execution, in order to express his 
personal feeling. The dies will be cut by hand in the steel itself and not by 
any mechanical devices. The man who designed the sketch and would cut the 
dies is an artist of renown. I feel confident of producing an excellent medal. 
The bust will be raised sufficiently to permit the addition “Organized 1891.” 

All the work, both dies and the medals, will be done with my collaboration 
and under my personal supervision.

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A NUMISMATIST’S TEN COMMANDMENTS 

By Albert H. Wick, A.N.A. 8946, St. Louis, Mo. 


1 — BECOME A NUMISMATIST 

If you have that interest and desire to collect 
coins, then become a real numismatist. Join a 
local coin club, to trade and meet friends inter- 
ested in the same hobby. Become a member of 
the American Numismatic Assn., and receive 
“The Numismatist,” monthly. It knows all and 
tells all. 

II — BE A NUMISMATIST 

A numismatist is a specialist in the science of 
coins and medals. To be a specialist you must 
know something on the subject, and to know 
something you have to study. Read, study, get 
every available information on coins, so that 
you may know all about your coins, their his- 
tory, data, statistics, values and prices, past, 
present and future. Then when the opportunity 
presents itself you will have something to say. 
When you are offered a coin at a price, you 
will know its true value. 

Ill— BE A PRACTICAL NUMISMATIST 

At some moment you will decide which coins 
most interest you. Specialize in them. Com- 
plete their series in the best condition available. 
Those less desirable coins will be replaced in 
better condition at your first opportunity. When 
you have completed a series, start another. 
Many a collector has started with “cents." Don’t 
be a junk collector, beware of stragglers, coins 
which do not fit into your collection. Remember 
you are a numismatist. 

IV— RESPECT YOUR COINS 

Keep them properly in an album, or in cases, 
in an envelope, wrapped in cellophane or tar- 
nish proof paper. Always handle a coin by its 
edge and not its surface. When you acquire a 
coin, put it in a new envelope, properly marked 
and cataloged. Save the old envelope for fu- 
ture reference. Never clean a proof or uncir- 
culated coin. A circulated coin properly cleaned 
may fit better in your collection, and is some- 
times permissible, but remember that you have 
fine old coins in your collection today, because 
the other fellow, a hundred years ago, properly 
took care of his, and you have a similar duty 
to perform. 

V — RESPECT YOUR COLLECTION 

Don’t envy the big collector. He was small 
once too, but has been at it a little longer 
than you have. Only the plutocrat can collect 
all the proof sets. You may be getting more 
pleasure out of your circulated Indians than he 
is from his Patterns. And besides, they are 
easier to get. Keep at it long enough and you 
will have a big collection. 

VI — RESPECT YOUR HOBBY 

Don’t get excited, don’t rush. You are in it 


from now on. Select your coins carefully and 
wisely. You need not fill that board overnight. 
When you bid on auction, don’t bid them all 
low, in hopes of catching a sleeper, and end 
up with none at all. Get a coin as reasonable 
as possible, but respect the other fellow too. 
To acquire a good numismatic treatise, will give 
you as much pleasure as adding a new coin. 

VII — RESPECT YOUR FELLOW NUMISMATIST 

Either have a good word for the other col- 
lector, or say nothing at all. Don't talk scandal, 
or knock the other man's collection, that only 
belittles you and gives him free publicity. He 
collects what he wants; you collect what you 
like. 

VIII — DEAL WITH A NUMISMATIST 

Become acquainted with reputable dealers 
thru your club meetings, or by mail. By fol- 
lowing the other club meetings thruout the coun- 
try, found recorded monthly in “The Numis- 
matist,” and in its advertising pages, you will 
learn the names of those prominent. Write 
them, know them. They may specialize in coins 
you are collecting, and can help you. You will 
find them fair. 

IX — HELP OTHER NUMISMATISTS 

Learn all you can about coins, so that you 
can talk intelligently about them to others. If 
you know something of value, tell your friends 
at the club. Write “The Numismatist” and give 
your views; they gladly express theirs. Any 
help you can give to a new or prospective col- 
lector will repay you many times in added 
pleasure. A kind word or deed pays compound 
interest. Bring new members into your club. 
Do everything you know will be an uplift to the 
honorable hobby of Numismatics. 

X — BE A GOOD NUMISMATIST 

Be fair, be honest, be patient. If you find 
yourself in the position of selling coins, do not 
take unfair advantage of your buyer. You're not 
trading horses. State truthfully what you know 
or believe about the condition of the coin. To 
overcharge may mean the loss of both a friend 
and customer. If you are buying, don’t expect 
it for nothing, explaining that it isn’t rare or 
worth much, only to find, after it becomes 
yours, that it’s “exceedingly rare,” “worth 
plenty,” and soak it to the next one. If you 
are buying or selling from a dealer, bear in 
mind that he must have a certain, fair margin 
between buying and selling to work on, so be 
reasonable, fair, and considerate. What is still 
better, be wise as to the true value of the coin 
in question by knowledge. By knowing thru 
study of facts, statistics, and prices exactly 
what a coin is and has been priced by dealers 
over a period of years, you are in a position to 
know its fair value. In short, be a numismatist.
